"The Irish mnsicbrdithespaasloa. The 
throb Of the Celtic heart can be heard 
I. through it all, and its melancholy la like 
its sk{e»— with passing clonds only to 
make the senbarat brighter. What dfence 
hut has a date of sadness in it? What 
dirge hut speaks hope? If I were to 
cbaracterixe the Irish music I should say 
it was intensely emotional, though it 
stands perfectly the test of close inspec- 
tion by the musical scientists. In some 
respects4t remiods on^ of ^e old Grecian 
modes, tbe'mloor seventbs so suggestive 
•f the aeloiaa, the sngflicnted intervals 
as were sung in the Temple of Apollo. 
Then the omitted foortta, which is ap- 
parent even In the well known 'Last Rose 
of Summer.' Play this in C and observe 
how F is dipped over each time it is ap- 
proached." 

"Whom do you consider the represent- 
ative Irish composer?" 

"Since the time of Carolan Ireland has 
produced more and greater composers 
than Bnglsad, Scotland or Wsles. Who 
csa bear the bssatlfnl nocturnes of Field 
( they were Hm'* fovoritss sod be elsbo- 
rated many) and not fecognisc the work 
of genius? Chopin admittedly imitated 
bis style. Ualfe, Wallace and at preaent 
Stanford are names that are coupled vtith 
Schubert and Brahms. Many Irishmen 
of culture have devoted (heir time to 
composition, and in no quarter of the 
globe is thdr influsnce not felt. Even 
here in Lonisville are some who cany 
the song of Ireland oa sad ariagls with 
it the free, tolerant sentiment of Amer- 
ica. One, I tsM the Hberty of aeatfoa- 
ing his name, is my friend and former 
pupil in compoaition. Father Patrick 
Walsh, to whom I have dedicated my last 
.mass. Father Walsh is a close student 
and has just finishi-d i- 8flcre<l chorus 
which I consider a nia.sterpiece of devo- 
tional music." 

"I)o you intend to revisit Ireland in 
the near future?"

"How did you first become iiiu-iestf<l 
in Irish music?" 

"I had heard Irish music all niy life, 
and though I liked it I could not recon- 
dls myself to iU pecniisrities until my 
mnsical tralaiag was well under way, 
whan I faaUasd that what I regarded as 
i«ly cceeBttidtieswciareall) interesting 
trdts of character of the ansic, for the 
moat part badly harmoaisad. The forced 
transition of key, the consecutive fifths, 
etc., require*! explanation, so I set myself 
to solve the problem and I think I have 
succee<ied. This was a few years before 
I went abroad, and I lieterniined that if 
the opportunity ever offered itself 1 should 
visit the native soil and get at the root of 
it^ 80 accordingly when three years ago 
I weitt to Ireland I sat to work with this 
aad la view. The ballad dagers. street 
dagers aad the peassat people aided toe 
much in thia aadertaktag. I reaiember 
a venerable iMdler aad bla wife who 
played the 'Coolin' and all the rest of the 
old airs while it rained and raine<l. The 
picture is still before me of this old 
couple pouring their hearts' grief, hope, 
despair, though with an undying trust, 
incompreheadble as it may aeem. In 
|>>adoadocry I lieara a ballad ainger 
whose voice filled the streeU with an 
epic of past glorioas deeds, aad the hero- 
ism be pnt iato words, 'I am aot afraid 
to die,' was inspiring indeed. Perb^ 
in no place in the world ia the door of the 
humble so open to the stranger as in Ire- 
land, except it be Kentucky. They are 
wax to receive, and if the stranger proves 
worthy marble to retain. Otherwise the 
next rain — and it comes full soon— 
tweeps his memory into kindly oblivion, 
' without bitterness or resentment One 
most be drcnmapoct ia robbing them of 
thdr bcsntifnl musk. I remember one 
incident which set me on my gostd. It 
was near Dublin 'that I found a man of 
musical propensities and proceeded im* 
mediately to plunder him. Things went 
well for some time, when we began an 
argnmeat about the power of music to 
e x pr eaa other than joy and sorrow. I 
argued quietly for some time that the 
■phere of musical thought and emotion 
has BO liaiitstlona, when to my surprise 
he wantf^ to 'dug' me. The next mo- 
OMBt he was gone, carrying half his 
tteasate of mnded lore safely vrith him, 
Bor was I permitted to effset a recoadlia- 
tioo. After that I argned leaa and pon- 
dend nKMPe." 
"In what aenae have yon utilized this 

mnsld" 

"Prlndpally la the handling of my 
*Irlandaises,' a form of mnsical compod- 
tion for which I am respondble. These 
contain my own inspirationa expreased in 
the Iriab mode and rythm. I have com- 
posed twelve of these, three of which sre 
published in this country. Then last

Catholic younR men should not 
be Mbamed to go to mass on San- 
daj and openly pradaim the fkith 
that la in them. Leading men all 
over the country are observing the 
lack of attendance on the part of 
Pratertant yooog omb at "church 
services," while they praise Catho- 
lic men for attending divine wor- 
ship. A ProteiUnt. in the New 
Yock Bzaminer of recent date, 
writes as follows, and every Catho- 
lic young man should read it care- 
fnUy: 

Nearly every Snnday morning we 
vhave occasion to pass a large Roman 
Catholic church. At that hour— 
about 10:30 o'dodc— 4he building 
Is crowded to the outer doors, for 
probably the second or third time 
during the morning.

It is not the external observance, 
but the message it conveys, that 
gives it value , if value it has. And 
to give it value the message must 
be one that burns in the heart of 
the messenger till it finds utterance. 
Hie young are not atirred by criti- 
cal speculations. They want a 
message positive, searching, author- 
itative, hot with conviction. When 
a man Is on fire with audi a mes- 
sage he will have hearera and will 
find his way to their hearts. The 
qjttrit of devotion will not be lack- 
ing whan tha vital trutha ti the 
Gospel are imteBtcd with flaming 
tongue and positive conviction.

The good influence of Catholic 
sodeties is bdng felt more gener- 
ally all over the United States 
every day. If so-called Catholic 
France had organbEatkMia of laymen 
Ulce the Andent Order of Hiber- 
uians, the Knights of Columbus, 
Young Men's Institute, Catholic 
Knights of America and other so- 
cieties that might be mentioned, 
the infidel Government which has 
suppressed freedom of worship in 
Prance could not exist but for a 
day; in fact such a Oovemment as 
now exists in Prance would never 
have come into power. 

Time was when lay sodeties of 
Catholics such as mentioned above 
were unpopular with some of the 
dergy. but this time has passed. 
Now nearly every dergyman con- 
cedes that these societies are a great 
help to the church. Kvery Catholic 
sodety makes it a prerequisite to Ob- 
taining membership that the candi- 
date must be h practical Catholic. 

Most of the societies have social 



and businesa features. The benevo- 
lent or insurance feature hia the 

effect of educating the members to 
provide for their dependent families 
in case of death or sickness, while 
the sodal feature is generally pro- 
ductive of keeping Catholics out of 
secret societies which the church 
condemns. 

The pheaooMual growth of one 
of the recently organized Catholic 
sodeties which is to bold an im- 
portant meeting in Louisville, be- 
ginnfaig 00 June 3, ia a striking 
evidence of the tendency of the 
times among Catholic men. The 
Knights of Columbus now number 
nearly 100,000 and have coundls in 
nearly every State in the TTnion. 
Only recently they presented the 
Catholic University in Washington 
$50,000 with which to establish a 
chair of American history. The 
Ancient Order of Hibernians had 
previously made a donation of a 
like amount to the University for a 
like purpose — the founding of a 
chair of Irish history. 

In recdving theae large voluntary 
donations from the Hibernians and 
the Knights of Columbus the rector 
and the Right Reverend Archbish- 
ops who compose the Board of 
Trustees of the University praised 
the good work of these two societies 
in general. 

The sodeties we have mentkMied 
are strong in Louisville, but they 
are not as strong in membership as 
they might be. If every Catholic 
young man, with no family depend- 
ent upon him, should, for instance, 
join the Young Men's Institute he 
would be better for it. It costs 
practically nothing to ha a member. 
The Y. M. I. is a stepping stone to 
other societies, like the Knights of 
Columbus, the Hibernians or the 
Catholic Knighta of America. 

With a little more activity among 
the members, all of these societies 
could largely increase thdr mem- 
bership. If the reverend dergy 
would say a few words occasionally 
in favor of Catholic organizations it 
would help more than anything else. 

The Kentodty Irub American 
hopes to see the membership of 
all Catholic sodeties in Louisville 
largely increaaed during the present 
year. We have no favorites. They 
all look alike to us.

President James J. Hill, of the

While not a member of the 
church, Mr. Hill ia outspoken in 
his belief that the Cath(Me chnrdi 
ia a great factor in preserving so- 
ciety from anarchy and infidelity. 
Mr. Hill is conceded to be the 
greatcat raUraad manager in the 
United Statea today. He is a leader 
among great men and his tribute to 
the Catholic church is worthy the 
serious attention of all non-Catho- 
Iks.

Record of the flost Imi^rtant of 
the Recent Bventa Culled 




At last after twelve months of bad 
weather with scarcely any interrnptiou 
the people of Ireland are beginning to 
enjoy really fine weather. 

The Dublin Corporation haa dedded to 
make the Irish language aa obligatary 
subject at all future coaipetitlve enenrina' 
tiona for clerkdiips in ttie service of the 
Council. 

We deeply regret to announce the 
death of His Lordship, the Most Rev. 
Ur. John Coffey, Bishop of Kerry, which 
took place at the Bishop's Palace, Killar- 
ney. By the death of Dr. Coffey the 
Diocese of Keny has lost a good and 
holy ffdate. 

The annual Nationaliat convention was 
held at the Mansion, Dublin, on Satur- 
day. John Redmond, who presided at 
the opening, said that the Unionist Gov- 
ernment and party were in a condemned 
cell waiting for the execution of the 
sentence which had been pronounced on 
then, and in all human prabaMlity it 
waareaerved for tbe repraaentativea of 
Ireland to give the final blow wbicb 
onid end their existence. 
The national memorial to Michael 
Dyer and Sam McAllister was unveile"! 
at Baltinglass on Sunday, May 8. The 
ceremony was performed by Rev. P. V. 
Kavanagh, O. S. P., the historian of '98. 
The Lord Mayor of Dublin predded on 
tbe occedon, and the demonalration, 
which was of immenae proportiona, was 
eddressed \>y distingniahed Irishmen. 
The Widclowmen's committee in Dublin 
arranged with the Great Southern and 
Western railway to run a number of 
special trains from Kingsbridge, the 
return fare to Baltinglass being fixed at a 
very popular figure. 

Hia Honor County Court Judge Adye 
Curran opened the Quarter Scadona at 
Mullingar and having disposed of all the 
ejedment 'eaaea, said he learned there 
was no criminal business to go bdore 
him. Continuing he said: "I wish now 
to mention a matter, although I did not 
at first intend to make it public. Lately 
I and my family were in Rome, and we 
had the great privilege of a private audi- 
ence with tbe Holy Father. On that 
occasion I asked His Holiness for a bless- 
ing of the four counties in my drcnit, a 
favor which His Holiness nifiatgradondy 
gave, with good wishet for every peloe, 
blessing and p roaperity in them. I am 
happy to think that tbe aatiafactory state 
of things I find today is the first result in
